Europe. He held an executive posi- 
tion in connection with the Foreign 
Office Press, services of the Aus' 
trian Govefnnient under Chancellor 
Schuschnigg, and later was secret 
ary-gcneral of the Auslrlan League 
In Paris 

Drawing on his experience with 
the thinking in diplomatic circles 
before and after the Austrian an- 
nexation, and on his work In 
France aftec escaping from the 
Gestapo. In Vienna, until the fall of 
France, Mr. Redler described the 
conditions responsible for the col 
lapse of France, as due to the fol- 
lowing facts: . 

Firstly, there was a lack of 
courage on . the part of French 
diplomats to support their alliances 
with European countries at the 
most crucial times, such as just be 
fore the fall, of Austria, when they 
explained that they were sorry they 
were unprepared to help Austria 
maintain her independence. 

Next there was a failure to build 
an Informed public opinion in 
France on what was actually to be 
expected from Germany, and the 
amount of self-sacrifice and pre 
paredness required to meet It

Back-to-Land 
Is Advocated 

Inter-farm^r 
Understanding 
Encouraged 

The scheme behind the recently- 
announced extension course In 
■Modern Farm Practice" has been 
explained by its originator, Dr. H. 
P. Wright. The plan Is to help both 
city and country farmers make ag- 
riculture a going proposition, there- 
by encouraging would-be back-to- 
the-landers. 

Instruction Is. on care of the land 
and care of animals. The course Is 
intended to help both country and 
city farm-bwners. In the first case, 
farmers who commute to work In 
the city, possibly for a meagre 
wage, would be helped to raise their 
own food at least and probably 
enough besides to sell, and so raise 
some needed^extra révenue; - 

In the case of city-owners of 
farms, who arc bewildered as to 
what to do with their land, these 
will be helped to make profitable 
use of it. As the city grows more 
crowded. Dr. Wright feels, more 
people should consider. living out- 
side Its limits. Interest In agricul- 
ture must therefore be roused. The 
more people know about working 
the land, the more willing they will 
be'^o live on it, he said. 

Thi; aspect of the plan will have 
even greater importance after the 
war, Dr. Wright feels. It has great 
possibilities for solution of some of 
the difficultfes which wilt arise 
then. 

For the present, a primary aim of 
the plan is to foster better under- 
standing between country and city 
farmers. . Dr. .Wright pointed out 
that there Is often suspicion on the 
part of the country farmer toward 
the city man, or an equally un' 
founded feeling of superiority on 
the part of the city dweller, who 
could learn much from the farmer,

Last night a comprehensive ex- 
hibit of all aspects of library work 
was opened in the .Redpath library 
under: 1hè.^»ispices of the Quebec 
AssbcIatïôrT'bf pibllc Librarians, of 
which Dr. R. G. Lomer is honorary 
president, and Miss M. E. Hibbard. 
of the Blacker library of Zoology at 
McGill, Is president 

This exhiblUon, which will last 
until the end of the year, covers 
almost ' everything connected with 
libraries, from the arrangement of 
children's books, through filing and 
lending, to the arrangement and 
design of a complete library build- 
ing. An unusual feature for a dis- 
play of this type wUi be a collec- 
tion of show* cases showing vari- 
ous library supplies, binding and 
repair ouUit^, film and music col- 
lections, and the recent develop- 
ments of educational services In the 
libraries at military camps. 

One exhibit which Is particuiarly 
In the news at thé present, is a dis- 
play of the use of microfilm for the 
compact storage of literature ' for 
tninf or shipment and in this con- 
nection , > VviiM^ôfil^ reader Is 
shown. Thls'fraturaris expected to 
be used extensively in the future, 
both In facilitating inter-library 
loans, and also In the rapid trans- 
oceanic supplying , of important 
scientific journals, whose carriage 
by air mail would otherwise be pro- 
hibited by their excessive weight.

'mcqill string quartet 

In its first concert of the season last Thurs- 
day evening at the Windsor Hotel, the McGIU 
String Quartet made a most auspicious begin- 
ning. The complete success of the evening 
makes one anticipate its future concerts with 
great expectation. 

The committee of the Montreal Festivals Is 
to be congratulated for having arranged such 
a fine serlei of eonccrU of high artlstio calibre, 
at the same time filling a gap that has been 
long present In the musical life of the city, a 
dtarth of chamber music recitals. 

The Prince of Wales Salon mode a good 
concert-room, for It Is of such dimensions as to 
hold a full audience and yet allow an intimacy 
between the performers and the public, a 
necessary requisite, in this reviewer's opinion, 
to preserve the essential character of chamber 
music. 

It is generally conceded that chamber music 
is not for the crowd. First of all It should be 
presented in a rather medium-sized room 
where the players are brought Into close touch 
with the audience, for the sound of the strings 
to retain Its complete brilliance and resonance, 
and. for the most delicate nuances to^be clearly 
audible to all. Secondly, chamber miUle Is 
glamour-denuded, musically spéatdng, the vir- 
tuoso element being completely subordinated 
to the conteni It has no glamour of vivid col- 
ouring as we would expect to find In an or- 
chestral work, for example, and so is essetitlal* 
ly music that does not attract tho massés. It 
may be likened to a watèr colouring lA the 
realm of painting In which, "the scheme as a 
whole is more subdued and instead of the 
heavy rich layers of pigment, we ilnd a soft, 
quiet toning every shade of which is important 
and telling, laid, with an unerring hand, upon 
a surface the delicate texture <)t which li Still 
visible,» 

The Quartet irt D mInOr by Schubert graced 
the first part of the program. This quartet Is 
subtitled "Death and the Maiden," because oi 
the variatlohs on a theme taken from one of 
his songs bearing a like name, 

This quartet is One of the profOuiidest and 
yet most exciting qtiartets In the whole litera- 
ture and makes justifiable tho contention that 
Schubert as well as Beethoven . may have 
brought the treatment of the string qiiartet to 
Its highest perfection. The players of the Mc- 
Gill String Quartet gave a notable perform- 
ance- of this Work, and although certain sec- 
tions may have lacked in Intonation and pol- 
ish, the fabric ai a whole was sturdy and well 
eonceivèd. 

Of Special interest was the presentation of 
"On Wenlock Ed^e" by Vaughan Williams, in 
which WlIiiam.Morton, -the Canadian tenor, 
and Harriet Prutsinan, pianist, Joined with the 
Quartet Based on Housman's poem, "A Shrop- 
shire Lad," the muilc has an exqulslté rustic 
spirit prevailing throughout. In keeping with 
the nature of the poem. Thé work is full of 
strong .contrasts, from the quiet philosophical 
meditation to the dramatic climaxes Of great 
yearning. Ilie artlsia interpreted the work 
with tiruè feeling and thé performance will 
long be remembered for thé great impression 
it made. 

The concert ended with "Three Idylls'! |by 
Frank Bridge, another. English composer pro- 
lific in the field of chamber music, which 
wère played with véry fine taste and percep- 
tion and left nothing to be desired at the end 
of a mOst happy evening, — S. H. S.

•THE WORLD \VE MAKE" 

Thé Y.M.-Y.W.H.A. Little Theatre' group has 
built Up for itself thé very enviable reputation 
of bélng oHé of thé best amateur groups in this 
city. The players In the "Y" Little Theatre 
productions seem to take their work very serl- 
ôutly. which is as It should be. They do nOt 
merely do plays ibi self-entertainment, bqt are 
actually sincere students of the theatre. As 
such, they necessarily attempt all types of 
plays, ranging frOm fainous Broadway box- 
office hits (Golden Boy, Room Service) to leSser 
knoWn plays as for example Sylvia Regan's, 
"Morning Star." One thing however -can be 
said about the aforementioned group, that 
whatcvêr the quality of the play Itself, whether 
good or bad, the performances and the staging 
hàvé been consistently gOod. 

The latest «Y* production, "The World We 
Make," by Sydney Kingsley, is no exception. 
For it is only the cast and technical staff that 
save the play from becoming a routine melo- 
drama. In this éése the play is definitely not 
the thing. It does hot of coUrsè follow that 
thé play is bn the whble bad— for there àré 
clever lines and most of. the chàractèrs aïe 
good— but spéaking generally wO havè come to 
expect much more from Sydney Kingsley. 
"The World We Make" Is just Hot good thea- 
tre. For one thing, It lacks balance, for àitér 
a very promising opening with two chàn^ès Of 
Scenery, the audIéaéO is compelled to sit 
through almost twd aad a hâÙ hOurs Of thé 
tame set. The plây li Ùtiéh'tdo lOhtf. The seU 
are confusing and the léchnicfti démànds on 
the sfa^e crew ate difficult. But nevertheless, 
the 'V' Little Theatre turned in a good Job. 

The "The World. Wo Make" is, briefly, a 
psychological study of a patieiit Ih ah Ixisane 
aliylum, a yôUntf girl, daughter ot wealthy par* 
6Ats, arid her metamOrpHoSis into an adjusted 
Individual after hèr escape. The change takes 
pllee while She lives among the '^tset" 
where the people are "real." In the tenement 
scene, Kingsley has an opportunity to streit 
the Boclal-signlflcanee for which he is f&mous. 
But he does not dwell on that phase long. The 
girl, her new life, and her eventual curé are thé 
lAipOttjMit things here.' At would be' expected, 
ihê''chiiiràcters here are not efttitêly original. 
We have the poor immigrant neighbors, with 
their varied accents, we have the wealthy 
parents who are continually quarrelling, we 
have the ptythlatrlst (with a Van Dyke beard, 
naturally) and last but not leatt we have the 
bograndslrL 
Bfimf Mdtti ab« ftnth gottrevibi ttM ki 



highly creditable performances as the boy and 
the neurotic girl. Their restraint in certain in- 
stances saved the scenes from becoming sticky 
and lactirymose. Wo understand that this is 
Miss Gotirevitz' first attempt in a major pro- 
duction. She deserves much credit, for she 
showed on amazing amount of courage in cer- 
tain actions which would have put a more ex- 
perienced actress to test Malus' Kohler was 
another example of his versatility. Ills final 
scenes were highly moving, i r?- 

Deft also were the. performances of Lou 
Malus and Lisa Herscovith as the Immigrant 
neighbors. Mr. Malus showed a high sense of 
the dramatic in his delivery. Other Standout 
performances were Henry Slovef's Roco and 
Syd Starr's shop foreman. The latter showed 
an especially good sense ol liming in his brief 
appearance. The Viennese psychiatrist as por- 
trayed by Charles Garber, was a trifle Incon- 
sistent In interpretation, for' oné'did not rea- 
llzo that Dr. Schiller was more than just a 
doctor till the final scene. In truth the doctor 
was a refugee and his character was most per- 
tinent to the drama. Fran Malls and Ell Hartz 
overplayed slightly but aside from that han- 
dled the roles capably. The crowd scenes and 
stage grouping were especially good. Gener- 
ally 'the présentation ot the play was, as al- 
ways, up to professional standards. On the 
whole the Y.M.-Y.W.HJV. Little Theatre can 
chalk up another hit to Its credit. — C j. L.

Great Loss 

The first woman appointed to' a 
staff position at McGlli, Miss Carrie 
M. Dcrlck, died yesterday morning 
after a long illness at the age of 
79. Known io many thousands as 
Canada's fhrst Woman professor, she 
was ' one Of that early band of 
woman pioneers at McGlll. She re- 
ceived her B.A. in 1800, just two 
years after the first class of eight 
woman students graduated from tho 
university. Her ability was such 
that she gained. staff appointment 
In the department ot botany the 
following year, prior to which she 
also received her Master's degree. 
Early .recognition ot her abilities 
was followed by continued ad- 
vancement .within the faculty un 
til she was made full professor in 
1912. In 1929 she was superannu- 
ated after a record of 38 years ser 
vice on the stall. She was méde 
emeritus professor upon her retire- 
ment the first woman to be so 
honoured by the university. 

Not only was she a' pioneer in 
the fiâd of science, but She also 
was In the van of all movements 
for the advancement of women in 
all pursuits of life. She was IdcnU 
fled with several national as well 
as local organizations of prime im' 
portante, and Kalned recognition 
outside of Canada through her 
writings and platform ability. 

During the first great war she 
assisted in Red Cross work and 
other patriotic activities. To her the 
tribute has been paid, ■ "She was 
never satisfied to give less than her 
best"

MAKE COLORFUL STORY 

Daring Undergraduates of 1850 
Resort to Muskets in Feud 



In Fashion 



University students about the 
ISSO's were^aTsmall but "spirited" 
group of young men between their 
. oices and fun, and because of the 
desire ot tho townspeople to have 
something left of the village, many 
disputes, some serious, broke out 
between the two factions. 

Opening the past of 18S6, the 
event of the day was a squabble 
between the town Teutons and the 
student body known in the annals 
of toWii history a« tho "Dutch War." 

It began when two students 
made themselves unpleasant, while 
tmder the Influence of hard liquor 
which' was -forbidden to under- 
graduates, in a downtown saloon, 
Hie proprietors threw the two out 
but the next night a body ot stu- 
dents returned to the place and de- 
monded free drinks.' 

When this was refuted a general 
riot followed. In which fists, clubs 
and even knives were used. The up' 
shot Of the affair was a chase to the 
outskirts ot town, with the unfor 
tunate owners in front, pursued by 
yelling students. 

Bad feeling creating by this incl 
dent was Increased when six stu 
dents— uninvited— broke into a ball 
and helped themselves to refresh' 
ments ot an alcoholic nature. One 
of the six was captured by the 
crowd and was not released until 
planks were brought to batter 
down tho brick walls and a group 
ot ntedlcai students arrived on' the 
scene with muskets. 

Warrants wére swOrn out for the 
arrest of the six, but they escaped 
detection by exchanging clothing, 
never eating in the same place twice, 
sending substitutes for class recita- 
tion, hiding in the' Observatory, 
and three even éOAcéaitng them- 
sélves in a regent's hotise. 

in order to bring the extended 
and determined chase to an end, 
two students went down to thé 
original scene of the dispute and pur- 
chased liquor. Since this was 
against the law, the charges on 
both sides Wére equalized and both 
withdrew thëlr complaints. 

Speaking now of "rolling up the 
sidewalks" had a different connota- 
tlon back In '73. Then, the students 
who dIsapprdVed of the condition of 
the wooden planks Used, regularly 
gathered them Up and had htigé 
bonfires. In One lAstance Acting 
President Friezé was forced to pay 
$225 out ot his own pocket to make 
up the damage. This sum was later 
paid back to him by an enforced 
collection from the offending 
class. '^M^?: ' 

The police 'àt the nineteenth cen- 
tury and the student ot tho same 
period had more than one extend- 
ed fight One of the major affairs 
was over the local postoffice, 
which the student body "rUshed" 
every day whén the n^ail can^e lA. 
The officecs atteAipted to allow 
only one student In the building 
at a tlmé, but they wéré so 'unsuc- 
cessful that the flTe bell rang call- 
ing out thé state militia. 

A dozén students wére attested 
indiscriminately, but thé néxt day 
no one could be located who would 
prefer charges against them. Suits 
of false arrests were brought 
against tho city and mayor, but 
they were dropped on the advice 
of Judge Cooley. ' 

Several years later, the sOund of 
gun shots brought^ students run- 
ning to the scene. The noise was 
only a wedding and the students 
shouted for a speech by thé groom. 
Their intentions wére misinterpret; 
éd, and the mllltla wSS called out 
from the hall where they had at- 
tcAdéd thé ceréniony. The studcAtS 
roundly booéd them and the mili- 
tiamen lost patience. 

Thé arméd mén charged with 
clubbed rides ahd ohé student, a 
spectator on the sidellnéi,» ,Was 
dubbed and later died ot the* lii 
JurléSjrèiêtVedi In this' instance the 
stiideiltii^^wèra'not at fault atid the 
gbveiiérfdiabaAdéd thé militia«tor 
its'èôKduèl.' . . 

With the turn ot the céhtury thé 
relations betWeeA. townspeople and 
students graduaUy quletéd dOWn 
Sign , stealing, and street-car. raids 
continued tor a time,' bût nothing 
ot the tonner serious nature has 
happeded. 

Last ot the major student pranks 
was the appearance here of Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan. When he rose 
to speek a roaring cheer was set 
up. For the first fifteen minutes, 
Btyan was lObvloiuljrj^ pleased, but 
when the noIifiTcontméd with no 
let-up he raised his hand for sil- 
ence. Imhiédiately every student 
waved in response and this waving 
went on for some time. 

The polke appeared and dragged 
students on the edge ot the crowd 
to Jail and when Bryan was final- 
ly able to, make hlnuclf' heard, his 
remat&s were sot approciated, for

She was an 
emeritus professor of compara- 
tive morphology and' genetics 
Jat-McGlU.

was granted an appointment as 
assistant in botany the follow- 
ing year. She worked up to a 
lull professorship in 1812, and 
was made emeritus professor 
upon her retirement in 1029

Gaulle, even though its present 
capital is London. 

In support of his statement that 
the other France, Vichy France, 
was a real dictatorship, the speak- 
er quoted the opening words ot the 
new French Constitution, "We, 
Henri Fetaln and Admiral' Darlan, 
hereby declare ..." But more con- 
vincing proof is to be found in the 
adoption of Nazi methods in con- 
centration camps, where the in- 
ternee has becoime a mere machine, 
with no individuality. 

In concentration camps, as well 
as on the new highway from Tun- 
isia to Dakar which is l>clne built 
with internee labour, the slightest 
attempts to escape are punished by 
shooting; the speaker himself has 
seen men shot for listening to de 
Gaulle programmes on the radio, 
and for saying that Petain was an 
old man. . . 

Flea For Propaganda. 
Appealing to Canada to establish 
a short wave radio station and thus 
join effectively in the Battle of the 
Air, Mr. Redler gave examples ot 
how- German control limited refer- 
ences to Roosevelt speeches to two 
or three inches in the French news- 
papers, but assigned several col- 
umns whenever Lindbergh siyaks; 
thereby creating the impression piat 
Roosevelt was relegated to a posi- 
tion of figurehead comparable to the 
last Chancellor of the German Reich 
before Hitler,' and that the ' country 
Is on a verge ot civil war. 

Canada is referred to as an in- 
significant part of the British Em- 
pire, and unless she docs some- 
thing to let the people of Europe 
know the might of her war effort, 
and her fight for democracy,' this 
belittling campaign ot the Nazis 
would, remain unchallenged, and 
the. people" ot Europe will ixi de- 
prived of that much assurance of 
the strength of the' enemies of Gef 
many. 

,. The. speech . ended with .the note 
that' all Europe is divided on one 
Issue— to have faith In the prom 
Iscd New Order of Hitler, or to 
Ijelievc in the Peace which Britain 
promises. Millions, Mr. Redler 
said, were ready to accept the lead- 
ership ot Great Britain In the re- 
construction after the war, and they 
expect her to assume this leader- 
ship which she has earned by 
virtue of her championship of in- 
ternational law and order against 
the brigandry ot Naziism.

Thirdly, although they had ample 
evidence ot the ettecUveness of a 
minbtry of propaganda such as the 
Germans had, the French failed to 
employ propaganda as a useful tool 
to build up national morale, and to 
counter 'the German propaganda, 
which labelled all counsel to pre 
paredness as the worlc of war 
mongers and Jewish Freemasons. 

Then France fell. Commenting oh 
the short and rather uneventful 
campaign In France, the speaker 
said that Dunkirk was the only 
significant part of the whole affair, 
and . paid tribute tol^the^yFrcnch 
army, whose help made%e' evacu- 
ation possible, and two ot whose 
regiments sacrificed their lives to 
cover the last ot the British 
evacuees. 



Mr. Redler described France after 
the' fall as a divided France. There 
is Unoccupied' France) 'surrounded 
by a frontier more closely guarded 
than any in the world; here, he 
said, the uncertainty ot Nazi tri- 
umph is increasingly being estab- 
lished in the minds of the, people 
as they see the growing numbers 
of British bombers flying over their 
heads. Then there Is French Africa 
and the Colonies, where owing to 
the work ot German and Italian 
agents. Fascism is being asUblish- 
ed, and where the natives are near- 
ly in a state ot revolt on account ot 
having lost their vote, , which was 
the only guarantee they had of 
equality and fraternity. 

French Indo-Chlna, with its 23 
million, and rich resources, con- 
stituted a third France, whose fu- 
ture is uncertain. But the real 
France, the hope of true France, the
